kind. The town of today impresses 
you as being about the drowsiest, as 
well as the saddest and shabbiest on 
earth. Its ill-paved streets, lined with 
crumbling casas, whose bulging bal- 
conies almost touch overhead, are so 
narrow as to preserve perpetual twi- 
light, and so crooked that you are 
warranted to lose yourself in their 
dirty labyrinths within three minutes 
after leaving the hotel, if you venture 
out without a de.

{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, April 16.—Dr. W. C. Gray, 
editor of the Interior, has prepared for 
this week's issue of that paper an edi- 
torial in which he announces that the 
Interior. will advocate a movement to 
substitute a brief evangelical creed of 
the Presbyterian type of thought and 
expression of the Westminster confes- 
sion of faith. He gives five separate 
reasons. for that demand. 

Speaking of the subject, Dr. Gray 
said night: churches in Scot- 
land relieved themselves of objection- 
able statements in the confession by 
adopting a supplementary and an ex- 
planatory statement thus be- 
came their . The Pres- 
byterian Church of England set the 
confession aside and formulated a new 
brief code which is now the doctrinal 
symbol of the church.” 

Dr. Gray spoke of the ineffectual 
steps taken ten years ago by the north- 
ern Presbyterian Church to revise the 
confession, and declared that people 
now demand the brevity, clearness and 
simplicity in doctrinal statements. 

“While the Hillis incident did not 
create a demand for a brief creed,”” he 
continued, “it revealed a degree of m!s- 
understanding and confusion that needs 
clearing up.’

THE SLAVERY QUESTION. 

When the Constitution was adopted 
there was no sectional division of 
opinion respecting slavery. Every
